Judge Valliant ‘Knocks Out 
Judge Noonan and the 
Law of 57,

And Says the St. Louis Saloons Must 
Close on Sunday. 


— 


The Board of Police Conymissioners Practi- 
cally Ordered to Cloge the Saloons, as 
They Did Before Judge Noonan Inter- 
vened—The State Law Concerning the 
Sale of Wine and Beer Has Always 
Been in Force in Thig City—An Appeal 
to the State Supreme Court—The Police 
Commissioners Talk—J. C. McGinnis for 
the Saloon-Keepers—The Decision in 
Full. 


This morning Judge Valliant in Circuit 
Court-room No. 5, handed down the following 
opinion on the petition of J. H. Wear, and 
others fora writ of mandamus, to compel the 
Board of Police Commissioners to enforce 
ordinances and statutes with reference to 
the observance of Sunday. The Board 
had previously under the repeal of 
the law of 1857 by the last 
Legislature ordered the arrest of saloon- 
keepers and others found doing business on 
Sunday. On the attempt to convict Joseph 
Schnaider on a charge of Violating the statute 
prohibiting the saie of liquor om Sunday, Judge 
E. A. Noonan of the Court of Criminal 
Correction dismissed the defendant, and 
rendered a lengthy opinlen which the Board 
held barred the way to c@mvictions. They ab- 
stained from ordering further arrests, and a 
committee of citizens, added by Mr. Wear, 
then brought proceedings against them to ob- 
tain a writ of mandamus. 

For answer, the Police Commissioners re- 
plied, through City Counselor Bell, that they 
could not enforce the Sunday law because, 
under the law of 1857 wime and beer could be 
sold on Sunday, as Judge Noonan decided. 
To this answer the petitioners for the man- 
damus demurred, and the demurrer was 
sustained to-day. The whole question 
was on the law of 1857. Judge Valliant holds 
that that law never legally permitted the sale 
of wine and beer on Sunday in this city. 


The gist of the decision are the following 


words, which, in fact, declare that the State 
Sunday law is in full foree in this city: 

‘*THERE HAS NEVER BEEN ANY POWER CON- 
FERRED ON THE CORPORATE AUTHORITIES OF 
THIS CITY TO LICENSPPRE SALE OF WINE AND 
BEER ON SUNDAY AND THE LAW AS APPLICABLE 
TO THE REST OF THE STATE HAS ALWAYS BEEN 
APPLICABLE HERE.’”’ 

The decision in full Is as follows: 

THE DECISION. 


State ex rel. J. H. Ware et al. 
Francis et al. 

This is an application for a mandamus to re- 
quire the defendants composing the Board of 
Police Commissioners of St. Louis to put into 
operation, which it is alleged they refuse to 
do, certain specified ministerial powers and 
functions of their office towards the inforce- 
ment of that provision of the statute law of 
the State which prohibits the sale of wine and 
beer on Sunday. 

The defendants by their return to the alter- 
native writ admit that they possegs the minis- 
terlal powers and functions invoked, and that 
they refuse to put the same into operation 
against the said named, because they say that 
the statute law of the State against the sale of 
wine and beer on Sunday is not in force in the 
City of St. Louis. 

To this return a demurrer is filed. The 
record therefore presents but one question to 
the Court: Is the statute in question ap- 
plicable to this city? 

At a very euriy period in the history of this 
State the keeping open of a dramshop on 
Sunday or the sale of any intoxicating liquors 
on that day was prohibited by statute under 
a penalty. For the purposes ofthe question 
now before us, however, we need not go fur- 
ther back than the Revised Statutes of 1855, 
which contained such provision applicable to 
all the State without exception. 

The question ofthe constitutionality of this 
statute was also at an early date presented to 
our Supreme Court for its judgment 
in of. the State vs. Antbs, 
20 214, in which the Court 
decided that the law was valid and did not in- 
fringe any civil or religious right guaranteed 
by the Constitution. That decision has never 
been questioned since and of course it is 
binding on this Court to be followed as a prece- 
dent, 

Such has continued to be the law ever since, 
unless, as is contended by defendants, the 
same was repealed as to this city by the act of 
March 4, 1857, entitled An act conferring cer- 
tain powers on the citizens of St. Louis, and 
ordinances of the city passed as in pursuance 
thereof. 

The act of 1857 conferred on the corporate 
authorities of the city the power to license the 
sale of wine and beer in the city on Sunday 
whenever a majority of the legal voters of the 
city authorized them them to do 80. 

The record in this case shows that 
under this act, at the general city 
election, held in April, 188, the question 
of so authorizing the corporate authorities 
was submitted to voters of the city. At that 
election there were 13,021 votes cast for the 
city officers and on this question there were 
8.081 votes cast in favor of so authorizing the 
corporate authorities and 2,034 against it. 
The record aisoshows that in June, 1881, the 
Common Council of the city passed an ordli- 
nance, No. 4869, which is copied fully in the 
pleadings, and which, for the purposes of this 
dase, we may suy conferred, if the Common 
Council had the right te confer, on licensed 
dramshop keepers the right to sell wine and 
beer on Sunday. 

It is on the authority of that ordinance that 
the defendants now refuse to put into opera- 
tion the machinery of the w confided to 
them inst the sale of wine and beer on 
Sunday in this city. 

Was the Common Council authorized to 
confer the right to sell wine and beer on Sun- 


day? 
tt has been urged with great force - one of 
the learned counsel for the relators that the 
act of 1857 was unconstitutional, in that it 
essayed to confer legisiative power on the 
people. This act has been brought to the 
notice of our Supreme Court in more than 
one case and — that court has not been 
invited to consider the validity of the act in 
the light of the constitution, yet passing over 
that point ub silentio, it has treated it as a 
valid act, and therefore it is more becoming 
in this court not to go into that question. 
Assuming then the constitutionality of the 
act of 1867, was the Common Oouncil —.

therefore there was no authority conferred 
on the Common Council to pasa the ordinance 
and therefore the ordinance was invalid, an 
the defendant was adjudged guilty. 

The second case was that of State vs. 
Binder, 38 Mo., 450, which was like the first 
except in one important particular, that is 
the evidence adduced showed that there were 
only 7,085 votes in all castat the election, of 
which 5,051 were in favor of the proposition; 
the returns as to the votes cast for the city of- 
cers were not shown. The court held that in 
the absence of any other proof it must 
be presumed that there 
7,085 legal voters in the 
must be remembered this 
was a criminal case in which the question was 
whether the defendant was guilty or not 
guilty, and the court was not at liberty to go 
outside of the evidence in that case in deter- 
mining that question. Under that statement 
of the facts, which, if the record in the case at 
bar is true, was nota true statement of the 
facts, the court held that the ordinance was 
valid, and in so holding the court was unques- 
tionably right. 

An ordinance of the city is not a law of 
which the court can take judicial co nizance; 
it is a fact to be proven as any other act. The 
question of the validity of an ordinance is like 
the question of the validity of the act or deed 
of an individual; if it depend on the construc- 
tion of a law, it is a question of law; if it de- 
pend on the existence of other facts, it isa 
question of fact. In so far, therefore, as a de- 
Cision of the Supreme Court decides a question 
of law it is a precedent which we are bound to 
follow, but in so far as it decides what are the 
facts of a given case itis no precedent for the 
facts of another case. If a decision on the 
— of the validity of an ordinance which 

epended on the existence of certain facts 
were to be thereafter held to be a precedent as 
to the validity of the ordinance without regard 
to the existence of the facts, then the validity 
of such ordinance, as affecting all the inhab- 
itants of the gt would depend on the ability 
and fidelity of the persons engaged in a given 
case. It is not intended to intimate that there 
is a suspicion of collusion between the parties 
in the Binder case, but the facts of that case 
serve to illustrate how easily a precedent 
could be obtained by collusion, care- 
lessness or mistake, if the law as 
to precedent were otherwise than as 
above stated. The Winkelmeir case 
shows that it was tried with great care, and it 
was followed up to the Supreme Court by dis- 
tinguished counsel on both sides, but in the 
Binder case it does not appear that any one 
represented the State ut all. 

In later years, in the course of litigation 
which involved large interets, public and 
private, and which aroused some of the beat 
legal talent in the State, these cases have been 
brought again and again under the closost re- 
view by our Supreme Court, and that Court 
has always approved the correctness of its de- 
cision in the Winkelmeir case,

In the Brassfield case, 67 Mo. supra, the 
Supreme Court is discussing the Winkelm-ir 
case asin contrast with the Binder case, ahd 
the case of Bassett v. Mayor of St. Joseph, 
37 Mo., uses this language: In the State 
ex rel. vs. Sutterfield,54 Mo. 392, this court 
expressly approved the doctrine of that case 
(the Winkelmeir case) and gave a clear and 
strong intimation against the soundness of 
that announced in the other cases.’’ See p. 
337, 67 Mo. Further on in the same case, at p. 
352, Judge Hough dist.nguishes the Binder 
case by pointing out the partial and imperfect 
statement of facts under which the court was 
led to its decision. 

In the case State ex rel. vs. Mayor of St. 
Louis supra, which is the latest case from our 
Supreme Court, involvinu the same principie, 
the Court again referred to the W elmeir 
case with approval. aii 

I do not consider that the Binder case 
has ever been overruled, but the question 
decided in that case is not the question pre- 
sented for decision in this case, since the facts 
are different. 

The question which the record in this 
case presents is the identical question 
which was decided in the Winkelmeir case, 
and which our Supreme Court has reaffirmed 
in the cases abovg cited, 54 Mo., 392; Mo., 
331; 73 Mo., 435. 

According to those decisions there has 
never been any poper conferred onthe cor 
porate authorities of this city to license the 
sule of wine and beer on Sunday, and the law 
as applicable to the rest of the State has always 
been applicable here. ‘, 

Having reached the above conclusion, it be- 
comes unnecessary to consider the effect of 
the act of the City Council in repealing in 1871 
the ordinance in question, or the act of the 
last General Assembly in repealing the act of 
1857, futher than to notice that those repealing 
ucts are to be taken as manifesting the policy 
both of the city and State Legislatures on this 
subject. 


II. 

The question of whether the writ of manda- 
mus may issue in a case of this kind at the 
suit of a private citizen is not raised 
by the demurrer at this stage of the case. The 
defendants, in their return to the alternative 
writ say that they refuse to exert the powers 
possessed by them in the premises, because 
the law does not make it their duty to do so. 
That is the whole issue presented. If this 
were a suit at the relation of the Attorney- 
General asking that the Police Board bw re- 

ired to give them aidin enforcing this law, 
Fre would be no question about the right: 

‘it has been doubted if private citzens can 
ntain such a suit. 
Muine, Michigan and Pennsylvania it has 
b held that unless a private citizen has 
80 peculiar interest in the matter, the wrt 
— gue only upon the relation of the Attor- 
ney Jeneral. But our Supreme Court and the 
Supreme Court of the United States have held 
otherwise. In State ex rel. vs H. & St. J. R. 
R., 86 Mo. 13, the court refers with approval to 
High on Ex. Bun., sec. 431, and to Hall vs. R. 
R. Co., 91 U. S., 348, in which it is held that in 
a matter relating to the performance of a 
public duty, the preponderance of American 
authorities isthatany citizen may maintain 
the suit. In People vs. Collins, Nineteenth 
Ward, at Precinct 64, there is also a weil- 
considered opinion tothe same effect. And 
in that case it is also decided that if the duty 
to be performed is one which the csfendant 
may, by mandamus, be compelled to perform, 
the objection that the suit is brought at the re- 
lation of a private citizen is one of form only, 
and is waived by a piea to the merits. 8 

But, as has already been said, that point is 
not raised at this stage of the case. 

Itis proper to observe that this case is es- 
sentially different from that of State ex rel. 
vs. Unrig, 14 Mo., Ap. 413, known as the 
McNeary case. 

This is not a guilt to restrain parties from vi 
lating a criminal law. The writ touches no 
any private citizen, but it only lays its hand 
on a public servant and commands him to take 
up and bear a. legal burden which he has 
thrown down and refused to carry. 

Upon the issue presented in the record the 
demurrer must be sustained. L. B. V.

PANIC IN A TENEMENT, 


A Serious Early Morning Blaze in New York 
—An Incendiary’s Work. 


NEW YORK, September 5.—The ery of fire 
was raised about 1 o’clock this morning in 
Fiftieth street, between Tenth and Eleventh 
avenues. It was no sooner heard than a scene 
of the wildest excitement and panic ensued. 
The block is filled with tenement houses on 
both sides of the street. The fire was in the 
five story double decker, No. 522, 
which, with four others adjoining it, 
are owned by Messrs. Potter Brothers. 
Tne buildings are of brick and have 
about seventy-five feet depth, four families 
living on each floor. In the Basement are 
wood-houses and coal- bins.

The people, frantic in 
their efforts to escape, fell over each other and 
trampled upon one another, and in the dark 
there was a struggling, 
SURGING MASS OF HUMANITY. 

The scene that was enacted beggars descrip- 
tion. A police officer had gone to the top 
floor, leaving Officer Haggerty on the third, 
where he was assisting a little girl to get out. 
He helped her down the stairs, and just then 
the flames began to show themselves on the 
third floorand cut off his escape. His right 
hand was severely burned. He rushed to the 
top story and got outon the roof with Officer 
Brophy. They climbed down to the adjoin- 
ing roof and came down through that build- 
ing. The escape of the people in the burned 
building was most fortunate. Those on the 
first floor got out without any trouble, and 
those onthe upper floors left by way of the 
fire escapes. ome of them went up to the 
root and escaped tothe adjoining building, 
and a few managed to get down 
stairs through the smoke and ad- 
vancing flames. The vwxcitement was 
intense. Women shrieked and children cried. 
The firemen aided gallantly in the escape of 
the inmates. The flames shot up the stair- 
way and beat their way to the front of the 
buliding. They rapidly shot out on all sides, 
through the windows and the roof. The

Occasion Duly Observed in Several 
Cities—The Miners’ Federation. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., September 5.—The third 
annual convention of the Federated Associa- 
tion of Miners and Mine Laborers of the United 
States and Territories will be held in Indian- 


apolis Tuesday next. The representation will 
be one delegate to every 100 miners. Indiana, 
Illinois, Ohio, Pennsy!ivania and West Virginia 
now belong, but other States will be repre- 
sented. A National Executive Board will be 
elected. The following changes have been 
recommended: The election of a National 
President with a ‘salary sufficient to en 
able him to give his whole atten- 
tion and time tothe dutiesof the office; the 
combining of the offices of Secretary and 
Treasurer; increasing the. national monthly 
per capita tax, which at presentis 1 cent per 
member per month.

CONGRESS AT WASHINGTON, D. d 


Fully 5,000 Delegates Attending the Con- 
vention in 
Members of the Profession Present 
From All Parts of the World—Presi.- 


Welcame—Dr. Davis of Chicago Elected 
President—Work of the Convention. 


WASHINGTON, September 5.—In round num- 
bers it is estimated that the invading army of 
doctors now contains about 5,000 individuals. 
The work of registration is still in progress 
and exact figures are not yet obtainable. Of 
these nine-tenths are Americans. They range 
in appearance from the bright-eyed and ag- 
gressive young practitioner, not many years 
away from the arms of Alma Mater, to the gold 
spectacied,snowy-headed and reverend college 
professor, but an air of bonhomie everywhere 
prevails among them. Of the three or four 
hundred foreigners present there are florid, 
portly Englishmen, swarthy Italians, Turks 
and Persians, blonde Russians, Norwegians 
and Swedes, with Frenchmen, Danes, Ger- 
mans, Servians, Mexicans and South Ameri- 
cans in every type of eminent re- 
spectability. French appears to be the 
favorite tongue for international communion, 
but there are not a few among the foreigners 
who seem to turn without an effort from Serv- 
ian to Spanish and from Norwegian to Greek, 
whose English, though fluent as a spring 
freshet, is rather hard to recognize as such. 
Before the hour for opening the congress, 
every seat in Albaugh’s Opera-house was 
occupied. The orchestra and orchestra 
circle had been reserved for members 
of the congress. Ladies were in a consider- 
able majority in the dress-circle, and gentle- 
men in the upper gallery. The private boxes 
were filled by the wives and families of the 
officers of the congress. President Cleveland, 
Secretary Bayard and Speaker Carlisle were 
escorted by Dr. Garnett to seats upon the 


stage at II o’clock, and were greeted with ap- 
plause by the audience. 
CALLED TO ORDER. 

The assemblage was called to order by Prof. 
Henry M. Smith of Philadelphia, Chairman of 
the Executive Committee. He said it was 
known to all present as well as to physicians 
throughout the world that in May, 158, rep- 
resentative members of the profession in the 
United States decided to send a fraternal greet- 
ing tothe Eighth International Medical Oon- 

ress, then about to assemble in the Oapital of 
enmark, and ask that the Ninth Inter- 
national Medical Congress might meet in the 
City of Washington. This invitation bein 
accepted an executive committee was name 
to make the necessary arrangements, but the 
result of their Inbors was seen in this large 
assembly, which the register showed 
eontained many of the most brilliant 
and distinguished medical minds of 
Europe, Asia and America. To welcome 
these guests of the rofession and 
show his interest ina great humanitarian ob- 
ject, the President of the United States had 
consented to open the congress for organiza- 
tion. He had the honor to announce the Hon. 
Grover Cleveland, President of the United 
States of America. The President arose, 
bowed to the assemblage and when the ap- 
plause had subsided, he said: 

OPENED BY THE PRESIDENT. 
feel that the country should be congrat- 
ulated to-day upon the presence at our Cap- 
ital of so many of our own citizens and those 
representing foreign countries, who have dis- 
tinguished themselves in the science of med- 
icine and are devoted toits further progress. 
My duty on this occasion is a very pleasing 
anda very brief one. It is simply to declare 
that the Ninth International Medical Con- 
gress is now open for organization and for the 
transaction of business. 
DR. DAVIS BLECTED PRESIDENT. 

The Chairman of the Executive Committee 
then proceeded to nominate the gentlemen 
agreed upon by the committee to be officers of 
the congress. 
‘*For the high office of President of the con- 
gress,’’ he said, 'the committee unanimously 
nominate one widely Known as a scientific 
practitioner, an able teacher and medical 
autnor, Dr. Nathan Smith Davis of Chicago. 
Mr. Davis having been elected by acclama- 
tion, the chairman appointed Dr. Francesca 
Duranti of Italy and Deputy-Surgeon-General 
Jeffrey A. Marston of H. B. M. Army, a com- 
mittee to escort him tothe chair. Dr. John 
B. Hamilton, Supervising Surgeon-General of 
the United States Marine Hospital Service, 
having been nominated and unanimously 
elected Secretary-General of the congress, 
took his place, and nominated tne gentlemen 
agreed upon as Vice-Presidents of the Con- 
om. who were elected.

Paris, August 26.—The sensation of the past 
week has been the marriage of Mile. Helene 
Betty de Rothschild to the Baron van Zuylen 
van Haar of Belgium. It was a very quiet at- 
fair, only the relatives and most intimate 
friends of the bride and bridegroom being 
present. It is now ne months since Mile. 
Helene, the greatest neiress in Europe, packed 
her trunks and went down to Compiegne with 
allher retinue of servants, equipages, dogs 
and horses, to say nothing of der 
governess and her lady companion, 
to stay atthe house of the aged physician of 
the family, Dr. Raymond, and from thence to 
launch the ‘‘three respectful summons’’ re- 
quired by French law as a preliminary to 
matrimony without parental consent, at her 
mother, the widowed Baroness Solomon. 
There is not a solitary objection to be made to 
Baron van Haar, except that he is a Christian 
anda Catholic, and by no means wealthy. 
As to the latter disqualification, it might have 
been overiooked, Ithink, as the lady’s fortune 
amounts to fully $12,000,000, with as much 
more in prospect when her mother dies. She 
is sure to inherit the latter fortune,despite the 
wrath of the old lady at the marriage, for by 
the provisions of the Code Napoleon no 
parent can disinherit a child. The Baroness 
gave in so far as to accord at last a nominal 
consent to the nuptials, butshe was not pres- 
ent at the wedding, and has, it is said, already 
interred in effigy her disobedient daughter, 
with all the solemn formalities of Jewish rites.

THOUSAND-MILE RACING. 

The longest road race the world ever saw 
may come off after all. The distance would 
be from Boston to Chicago, about 1,024 miles, 
by way of Buffalo. To avoid the sandy 
stretches along Lake Erie, a southern dip to 


Columbus will be made at Toledo, 
says Burley Ayres, who is man- 
aging the road from Buffalo west. The 


condit ions are as follows: ‘‘Each manufac- 
turer will*be allowed to enter as many men as 
he wishes. The machines to be used are to 
be taken from the regular stock, and only one 
wheelisto be allowedtoeach man on the 
journey. He is to keep it-in repair, and 
if it goes under he is not to be allowed 
a new wheel. The entrance fee is to 
be $50 per man. The employer of any man 
who uses other means than his wheel to cover 
ground is to be fined $1,000. At present itis 
proposed that the men shall ride from 6a, m. 
to 9 p. m., but this has not yet been finally de- 
cided upon, and the conditions may be 
changed to allow the men to ride straight 
away at their own convenience. The prizes 
will be three goid medals, valued at $100. 

The question of the time of riding is not set- 
tledby any means. It bas been the cause of 
differences of opinion that may break up the 
race entirely.
